Better school advantages caus­ 
ed Mi*, and Mrs. T. O. Moore 
and children to move to Coman­ 
che fifty years ago, Mrs. Moore 
stated 
in 
an interview' at her 
home recently. Prof. W. F. Rogers 
and family had just moved to 
Comanche from Athens to take 
charge of the schools and had 
put out a catalogue setting forth 
the advantages of the “Comanche 
College” 
and 
the 
school 
drew 
pupils and families to Comanche 
from 
all 
over the county and 
some families followed Prof. Ro­ 
gers 
from 
East 
Texas 
to 
Co­ 
manche. 
It was in October, 1882 when 
the 
Moore 
family 
moved 
from 
Proctor to Comanche and 
pur­ 
chased a half block of land in 
the Southeast part of town for 
$800.00, the total proceeds from 
the sale of their fifty two acre 
farm on which the original town 
c f Proctor was built, 
“Comanche lia> grown in many 
ways during tli«* fifty years 
I 
have lived in the town, but 
1 
do not think the price of real 
estate has advanced much,” Mrs. 
Moore said. “We later decided 
to buy a house and lot and have 
not yet built on the lot which I still 
own. 
The only 
income 
I 
have 
received 
from 
our purchase 
of 
fifty years ago was what pas­ 
turage wv got when 
I kept a 
cow', 
which 
was 
about 
twenty 
years ago,” she said. 
Born in Kentucky July 7, 1850, 
Mrs. Moore is now past eighty 
two years of age, but is still as 
mentally alert as a lady in her 
prime and talks interestingly of 
the more than three quarters of 
a century of which she has a 
vivid 
recollection. 
Her 
mother 
d;ed when she was three years 
of age and her father died on 
April 
II. 
1858, nearly a 
year 
after they had moved to Wash­ 
ington Countv, Texas, in Septem­ 
ber, 1857. After her father’s death 
Mrs.

Thomas before her marriage, liv- 
o<i with an aunt at Chapel Hill.

When Mrs. Moore 
was old enough to begin school 
she entered the Chapel Hill Fe­ 
male College which together with

Inde­ 
pendence, 
the 
home 
of 
Baylor 
University, was - nearby. It

U will likelv make more berries to the acre than any other berry known. 
I have sold plants at Richmond. Virginia that are doing a*, well as they 
иге in this country. Ten years ago I sold Luther Burbank a lot of the 
plants and they now claim it is the best berry in California. 


t h e Mc Do n a l d b e r r y — 
Over in East Texas they are canning a lot of these berries. I lanteo 
with Early Wonder they make hi" crops of nice firm berries. They will 
not bear planted alone and the Early Wonder is the best of all the 
companion berries for this berry. 


THE YOUNG DEWBERRY— 
A cross between the Logan Berry and the Austin Dewberry. It 
looks like the Austin but the plants are more robust. It will bear as many 
berries to the acre and the berries have the Raspberry flavor. It makes 
the best jam and jelly of any berry ever found. If a man wants a few 
vines in a garden nothing will heat them. They would have to be mulched 
on deep sand as the fruit has a way of getting extremely sandy. 


THE MERCEREAU BERRY— 
Gets ripe in .Julv and August after everything else is gone. The 
Mercereau grows up straight about four feet high on good land. The 
berries are borne in great clusters as high as t ifte^n berries in a clustei.
